Detroit Believes 
In Murphy's Law 


Murphy's Law is one of those 


snappy aphorisms which 
holds 


that if it is possible for some- 
thing to go wrong, sooner or later 
it will. 


On Thursday a special three- 


judge panel of the federal 
dis- 


trict court in Detroit is scheduled 
to rule if this dictum cooked up 
in some advertising agency shall 
be applied to the Michigan stat- 
utes governing elections within 
our state. 


The panel is being asked to 


rule on the August 4th primary 
vote in Wayne county. 


The 
court 
comes 
into 
the 


picture because the county board 
of canvassers has 
refused 
to 


certify the winners in that elec- 
tion. 


The canvassers say the exper- 


iment with punch card ballots 
and computer processing is so 
snafued 
that another 
election 


should be held; and presumably 
without benefit of the electronic 
data processing system. 


It is the court's obligation to 


step into this default by the 
canvassing board and to declare 
whether or not the August 4th 
effort was so fatally flawed as to 
be a nullity. 


If the judicial panel supports 


the canvassing board and anoth- 
er election is held, the major 
effect probably would be felt in 
the Republican primary for 
gov- 


ernor. 


Conceivably, State Sen. Robert 


Huber who gave Lenore. Romney a 
scary 48-52 per cent loss might 
reverse the outcome. 


One or two close legislative 


contests in the Democratic 
col- 


umn might also change. 


When George Edwards, De- 


troit's city clerk, induced his 
bosses, the common council, to 
buy the $1 million EDP system, 
Governor Milliken remarked that 
computerized voting may have a 
potential. 


The Detroit Free Press editor- 


ialized favorably on the Gover- 
nors's comment and then added 
its own -view of this election day 
nightmare that the potential has 
yet to be tapped. 


Just about everything did go 


haywire. 


Many voters tore out sheets 


from the instruction manuals and 
attempted to hand them in to the 
ballot box, apparently under the 
belief the city was going back to 
paper ballots. 


There is strong evidence many 


voters 
punched 
holes 
in 
the 


Democratic and Republican sides 
of the cards and that the 
com- 


puter tallied them in the best of 
bipartisan spirit. These ballots 
are absolutely void because the 
law 
clearly 
states 
that in 
a 


primary election only the choices 
on one ticket can be voted. 


Many of the cards were bent, 


torn or otherwise mutilated and 
there is no way of telling 
whe- 


ther the computer accepted or 
rejected them for counting. 


Many precinct election crews 


were downright incompetent and 
the suspicion is strong that some 
of them were rigging the cards. 


The mess was so thorough that 


Wednesday morning's sun was 
well up in the sky before the 
outcome 
of 
Tuesday's 
voting, 


locally 
and 
statewide, 
was 
a 


predictable certainty. 


Voting is a habit. 
The reader probably recalls his 


difficulty when the voting ma- 
chine began to replace the paper 
ballot around here a few years 
ago. In spite of experience with 
the machine many people still 
find the levers a tricky thing to 
set. 


Detroit has been using ma- 


chines for a long time and the 
residents had gained an easy 
familiarity with them. 


The punch cards were simply 


too great an innovation at one 
fell swoop. 


Back in '56, the late Malcolm 


Hatfield claimed the voting ma- 
chine did more to oust him from 
the probate court than anything 
else. 


Benton township, one of his 


strongest lairs, installed the ma- 
chines for the first time. 


Hatfield carried the bailiwick 


against Julian Hughes, now one 
of our circuit judges, but not by 
the thumping margin that 
Ben- 


ton gave him on the old style 
paoer ballots. 


More 
things 
than 
Benton's 


experiment were going against 
Hatfield, but the total vote in the 
Presidential 
contest 
was 
sub- 


stantially above wha: he and 
Hughes drew, thereby lending 
considerable c r e d e n c e to Mal- 
colm's complaint that his old

Prom this distance one can not 


tell how broadly the August 4th 
fiasco has been presented to the 
three-judge panel.

However, there now 
are some excellent electro-static 
air fitters which seem to be 
effective.

I have warned many families 


not to_ make a sudden change to 
a new climate in the hope that 
this will he their salvation. Far 
too often, such a drastic move 
is made only to find that dust 
and other factors that cause 
asthma continue in the new 
geographical area. 


It is wiser to test out a new 


climate for a short while to find 
out if your child will be free of 
these asthmatic attacks before 
making a permanent move. 


It is most unusual that dust is 


the only offending substance. A 
thorough 
allergic 
study 
may 


reveal a combination of sub- 
stances that are1 responsible for 
the asthma. Careful desensitiza- 
tion 
to these 
offenders 
will 


probably be a greater contribut- 
ion to his welfare than 
the 


attempt to free his room of 
dust. Remember, too, that the 
child cannot be isolated in a 
single room without imposing 
great psychological danger, an- 
other important cause of re- 
peated Asthmatic attacks.

point that the real drama of the 
hand occurred. 


With a huge audience watch- 


ing every play on a large screen 
that showed 
all four hands, 


Siniscalco returned a trump and 
eventually lost a spade to go 
down one. 


But the audience saw what 


declarer did not see — that the 
contract could have been made. 


Instead of returning a trump 


at trick five, Siniscalco should 
have taken the ace of spades 
and king of clubs, ruffed a club, 
and cashed the queen o/ dia- 
monds. Then, and only then, 
should he have led a trump. 


Koytchou would be forced to 


win with the king and return a 
diamond or a club, permitting 
declarer to ruff as the spade 
loser vanished from 
dummy. 


Had all this occurred, Smiseal- 
co's fearless bidding would have 
been vindicated.

Crockett, who lived to Ihe age 


of 50, served as a scout under 
Andrew Jackson in the Creek 
War of 1813-14. He later became

which were based on "natural - 
born 
sense 
instead 
of

learning," were ever reversed 


Crockett 
was

prodigious 


hunter of bears and claimed to 
have killed more than 100 in 
eight or nine months. 


A humorous suggestion lhat 


he run for Congress led him lo 
undertake the race and he was 
cleclcd for Ihree terms (1827- 


1.831, 
1833-1835). 
He 
became 


known as Ihe "Coonskin Con- 
gressman." 


His opposition lo the policies 


of President Jackson endeared 
him to the Whigs, but cost him 
his scat. 


Crockell then decided lo go lo 


Texas — a decision that led to 
his 
death 
and 
cnshrinement 


among the vopular heroes of 
America's past. 


Crockett went to the Alamo, 


that fortified 
mission in San 


Antonio, Texas, where a Mexi- 
can army under General Santa 
Anna besieged a smaller force 
of Texans under William 11. 
Travis. Crockett died fighting 
heroically and "Remember the 
Alamo!" became a baltle slo- 
gan of Ihe Mexican war. 


He was speedily made into a 


folk hero who could take the 
language of animals, ride the 
lightning, lie with extravagant 
grandeur and whip his weight in 
wildcats.
